TIGATION REPORTS AND 300 PAGE PROSECUTION SUMMARY. 

WIVES CONTINUED BOYCOTT OF TRIAL AND DID NOT APPEAR AT 
COURTHOUSE. END SUMMARY. 

1 . DEFENSE LAWYERS COMPLETED CROSS EXAMINATION OF 
DEFENDANTS DURING TENTH SESSION WITH QUESTIONING OF 
CATHOLIC PRIEST FATHER SIN HYON-PONG OF WONJU, NDP 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLYMAN DR. CHONG IL-HYONG AND HIS WIFE, 

THE NOTED WOMAN LAWYER YI TAE-YONG. 

2. CROSS EXAMINATION OF FATHER SIN CENTERED ON DISCUSSION 
OF CHARGES BROUGHT AGAINST HIM FOR SERMON HE PREACHED 
AT WONJU IN JANUARY AND STATEMENT DISTRIBUTED AT 

SAME SERVICE WHICH CRITICIZED GOVERNMENT POLICIES AND 
DEFENDED KIM CHI-HA’S CONTENTION HE NOT COMMUNIST. WONJU 
MEETING ALLEGED BY GOVERNMENT TO BE PRECURSOR TO MARCH 1 
SERVICE. FATHER SIN DENIED CHARGE THAT HE SPREAD FALSE 
RUMORS OR DISTORTED TRUTH IN HIS STATEMENT. DR. CHONG IL- 
HYONG AND HIS WIFE DENIED THEY INTENDED TO AGITATE OVER- 
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DEFENDED POSITION THAT ONLY WAY TO COMBAT COMMUNISM IS TO 
RESTORE DEMOCRACY TO KOREA. IN FINAL APPEAL TO COURT THAT 
BROUGHT APPLAUSE FROM AUDIENCE, YI TAE-YONG ARGUED THAT 
GOVERNMENT OVERLY CONCERNED WITH NATIONAL SECURITY TO 
THE NEGLECT OF INTERNATIONAL DEPLOMACY WHICH COSTING COUNTRY 
THE SUPPORT OF ITS FRIENDS. SHE ALSO CITED U.S. 

SCHOLAR ROBERT SCALAPINO TO SUPPORT HER ASSERTION THAT 
PARK'S DOMESTIC POLICIES ALIENATING U.S. SHE SAID 
SCALAPINO TOLD HER DURING HIS RECENT VISIT TO KOREA THAT 
ONE OF MAJOR DETERMINANTS IN DECISION OF USG TO SUPPORT 
OTHER COUNTRIES LAY IN AREA OF SHARED POLITICAL VALUES. 

3. AT END OF SESSION, PRESIDING JUDGE ACCEPTED AS EVIDENCE 
VOLUMINOUS POLICE REPORT ON CASE AND 300 PAGE PROSECUTOR'S 
SUMMARY OF FINDINGS. JUDGE INSTRUCTED DEFENSE LAWYERS 

TO STUDY REPORTS, PARTICULARLY PROSECUTOR'S SYMARY BEFORE 
NEXT SESSION IN ORDER TO BE ABLE TO RESPOND. DEFENSE 
ARGUED THAT WITH NEXT SESSION ONLY FEW DAYS AWAY THERE 
WAS INSUFFICIENT TIME TO ANALYZE THE REPORTS BUT AGREED TO 
TRY. 

4. WIVES OF DEFENDANTS CONTINUED TO BOYCOTT TRIAL AND 
REMAINED AT NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CHURCHES (NCCK) BUILDING 
FOR MOST OF DAY.
